The results of the primary elec~ 
tion Monday were presumably a 
surprise to many who had follow- 
ed the progress of the campaign. 


{Though none of the candidates 


carried out a schedule of pre-war 
proportions, Roy Fernald and Hor- 
ace Hildreth, sédeking governor- 
ship as Republicans, were active 
and covered the State fairly well in 
the weeks preceding election, Pre-- 
dictions of Fernald's growing 
strength were quite common and 


j} many looked for his victory or at 


least a close contest. 

In the State totals, Hildreth’ re- 
ceived 46,827 votes, with nearly all 
places reporting, while Fernald 
had 24,456 and F, Ardine Richard- 
Son 15,973. Oxford County gave the 
winner 1380, Richardson following 
with 808 and Fernald third with 
766. 

Little pre-election interest was 
shown in the contest for represen- 
tative to Congress, although the 
Democrats had three candidates 
(their only contest here) and the 
GOP had four, Andrew Pettis, a 
Republican and the labor candi~ 
date, sought the nomination on 
both tickets and became the Dem- 
ocratic candidate, although in Gx- 
ford County he was far behind his 
competitors, 

The only other contests were 
Republicans seeking County Com- 
missioner and representative to 
legistlature berths. Stanley Wheel- 
ur of South Paris defeated Levoy 
Luce of Norway for the Commis- 
sioner nomination. In'the Paris- 
Woodstock district John MeKeen 
of Paris, present répresentative, 
lost to Howard Judking of Wood- 
stock,

WILL-STAY UP AFTER WAR ; 

IT IS A SAFES BET -that: the rates 
on individual income taxes will, not 
be reduced for some years, at leust, 
after the war is over. We have 
been paying the larger portion of 
war cost through the sale of bonds. 
When the war is over we will have 
an annual interest bill of better. than 
six billion dollars on the naticnal 
debt, and in addition a heavy debt 
-etirement charge of not less than 
two billion dollars a year, 

YoF the past two years the nation- 
#1 annual income has been around 
140 billion a year, It is on such.an 
income we have been paying federal 
taxes to the extent of approximately 
40 billion a year. The national 
income will undoubtedly drop to not 
over 90 to 100 billion a year or less, 


»| when the war industries are closed 


down, when the work week is 40 
hours, when the extra hours with 
the time and a half paid for them, 
and the profits of war production 
all cease. : 

If the deficit-financing operation 
is to stop, as it must if the nation 
is not to go into bankruptcy and 
repudiate its indebtedness; if we are 
to meet our national obligations that
